Incomplete Census Sur- 
vey Reveals Costs for 
Georgia, U. S. Citizens. 


WASHINGTON, May 26.—(2)— 
How big a pay roll does the local 
taxpayer meet? 

The Census Bureau, asking that 
question, discovered that in Jan- 

y 1t amounted to about $88.,- 
000,000 for employes of 2,580 
States, cities, counties, towns and 
townships. | 

That was only part of it, how- 
ever. The bureau received replies 
from 3,390 local governments to 
a questionnaire circulated in its 
quarterly survey of local govern- 
ment employment and pay rolls. 
That number had a total of ap- 
proximately 1,100,000 employes, 
but only 2,580 reported how much 
their employes received. 

The pay rolls of 32 states re- | 
porting to the bureau contained | 
the names of 338,000 employes | 
during January. Wages were not | 
reported by all these states, but 
for 24 of them the employes’ 
earnings amounted to approxi-

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We Can Help! 


One of the worst aspects of the fearful 
tragedy now enacting in France and Be!gium, 
to most citizens of the United States, is the 
sense of heartbreaking helplessness to help. 
There has come, to many, a feeling of numb 
futility, as we felt that neither as a nation 
nor as individuals is there any single thing 
we can do to help halt that machine directed 
by insanity which seems on the verge of hurl- 
ing civilization backward a thousazd years.

Neglected Opportunity 

The extent to which wild-life work in Geor- 
gia has been neglected—ostensibly through lack 
of funds—is indicated in a report of the Bureau 
of Biological Survey which states that 196 fed- 
eral aid wild-life restoration projects have been 
approved in the past 21 months. There are 
none for Georgia. 

The projects include research into problems 
of wild-life management, restoration of areas of 
land or water to provide additional benefits for 
all forms of wild life, and acquisition of lands 


for wild-life management and breeding areas. 


Georgia needs projects of each type, not alone 
one. 

An opportunity has been presented for the 
work with the state contributing only 25 per 
cent of the cost. Either through lack of funds 
or lack of foresight nothing yet has been ob- 
tained by this state, potentially one of the 
greatest wild-life areas of the nation. 

Alabama, for example, is having made a 
state-wide susvey of wild-life resources. North 
Carolina has obtained seven projects for various 
types ranging from a survey of farm game 
management practices operating under field 
conditions to the development of new refuges. 
South Carolina has centered its efforts on the 
re-establishment of quail on improved areas in 
two projects. Tennessee also has obtained two 
projects. 3 

These near-by states—only Florida of the 
surrounding states has not yet joined in the 
program—are concentrating upon the develop- 
ment of wild-life resources for the benefit of 
their sportsmen and as an additional lure for 
the lucrative tourist trade. Georgia, with equal 
or greater facilities, does nothing. 

Undoubtedly great strides have been made 
in wild-life work in the state recently, but the 
unanswerable fact remains that not enough has 
been accomplished earlier to provide the 
groundwork for taking advantage of this gov- 
ernment assistance.

Philippine Problem 

It is of primary importance that the status 
of the Philippine Islands be re-examined by 
the United States in the light of present world 
conditions. Under the provisions of the inde- 
pendence law, the islands will have complete 
freedom after 1946, with the years intervening 
constituting a transitional period in which 
the islands’ economy theoretically would be 
adjusted to that new status. 

The law, however, was passed by congress 
before the present period of. world lawlessness. 
It was passed at the insistence of Philippine 
leaders, who were themselves astounded that 
they had obtained freedom. They had used 
independence as political artillery. It back- 
fired. 

In the last year, however, there have been 
numerous,“trial balloon” speeches of Philippine 
leaders in which they hinted that perhaps 
independence was not quite the thing because 
Japan didn’t like independent and rich islands 
to stay that way. They want the protection 
of the Stars and Stripes, symbolic but potent 
as a deterrent to grasping and hungry nations. 
Perhaps it would be better to have a dominion 
status within the American framework, they 
have mused out loud and all the while been 
tickling Washington under the chin. 

Meanwhile, Washington has said little. 
There is little to be said. If the islands remain 
a possession of the United States and this coun- 
try can obtain benefits that counterbalance the 
responsibility, then it would be logical for them 
to be kept under the wing of this country as 
long as possible. But if the islands remain 
under the flag of the United States, with a 
dominion status—entirely self-governing—they 
are a liability calling for huge excess defense 
expenses which this country then would be 
furnishing out of sheer good humor. To put it 
baldly, the value of the islands to this country 
lie only in our ability to exploit the resources, 
while at the same time making life a little bet- 
ter for the Filipinos. Without that exploita- 
tion, they become deadweight. 

There is no doubt that Japan covets the is- 
lands, and that the Nipponese have for years 
been establishing themselves for quick and 
ruthless action at the most propitious moment. 
They can capture the islands today if they 
risk war with this country. The United States 
could not defend them, except at terrific cost. 
And if the flag is to remain over the island, the 
naval bases and the air bases and the coast 
artillery must be provided at enormous cost to 
provide a base for operations of a defense force. 
Guam and the other stepping stone islands 
must be made into American Maltas. 

Here is but one of the grave problems con- 
fronting Washington today. It is a problem 
that must be thought through before a de- 
cision be hurriedly made for right or for wrong.

COTTON FREIGHT RATES 
(From The Dallas Morning News.) 

Reduction in freight rates on cotton, granted 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission to grow- 
ers and shippers in the gulf southwest, was an- 
other step toward an equalization that ought to 
have been made years ago. Cotton growers and 
shippers and the carriers themselves are given 
credit for the reduction which will mean a saving 
of $1,000,000 to Texas farmers, according to the 
Washington dispatches. Immediately, they did 
effect this reduction, but over the long pull the 
credit goes to the truck limes and the inland 
waterways. 

There was a time when it cost about $4.80 to 
ship a bale of cotton from north Texas to the 
gulf ports. By any common-sense appraisal of 
freight costs, this was entirely too much. But the 
freight rate structure was an immensely compli- 
cated thing and the farmers who were paying the 
bill were not in position to hire the legal talent 
that could fight a successful battle for them be- 
fore the rate-making bodies. Then came the trucks 
and, even under the very low load limit main- 
tained in Texas, began to take the business away 
from the railroads. . As a result, rates, including 
this last reduction, have been reduced almost 50 
per cent. While the truck competition was the 
primary force, inland water rates were a material 
aid. Testimony at the recent Washington hearing 
showed that Mississippi valley farmers ship cot- 
ton at $2 a bale less than Texas farmers can ship. 

- It is not difficult to see that, if there had been 
a Wheeler-Lea law in operation all the time, this 
saving could never have been effected for the 
farmers. Of course, it is not beyond the pale of 
possibility for an over-all regulatory body to 
equalize rates in such a way that reductions like 
this would be effected, but anyone with practical 
knowledge of the line of precedents upon which 
the rate structure of the country has been built 
knows that most of the decisions of such an omni- 
bus regulatory body would be in favor of the 
railroads. The theory that some lines of industry 
and commerce are “natural monopolies” is sound- 
ly based, but it has been overdone. A little open 
competition can still bring justice to producer and 
consumer, as evidenced in the reduction of cot- 
ton freight rates in the gulf southwest during the 
last 15 years.

| Ship construction costs millions 
of dollars—more in the United 
States than anywhere else in the 
'world;: but it is a fact that we 
cannot have adequate naval de- 
fense for all American’ waters 
without ships—ships that sail the 
surface of the ocean, ships that 
move under the surface and ships 
that move through the air. And, 
speaking of airplanes that work 
‘with the navy, in 1933 we had 
1,127 useful aireraft and today we 
have 2,892 on hand and on order.

The navy is far ‘stronger today 
than at any peace-time period in 
the whole long history of the na-

This 
does not include the hundreds of 
splendid pilots in the national 
guard and organized reserves. 
AVIATION PLANTS 
ARE ENLARGED. 

Within the past year the pro- 
ductive capacity of the aviation 
industry to produce’ military 
planes has been tremendously in- 
creased. This capacity today, 
however, is still inadequate. But 
ithe government, working vith in- 
'dustry, is determined to increase 
this capacity to meet our needs 
We intend to harness the effi-
